SCHOOL OPENS OCT. 29TH

Many have heard of the work that 
is being done at the schools of agri- 
culture in: Alberta... The three schools 
operating at Vermition, Olds and 
Claresholm,. respectively, opened their 
doors to the public in the fall of 1913. 
At each place the schools are located 
on the demonstration farms and they 
work in conjunction with the latter 
in uvlifting agricultural pursuits. 


The Vermilion school is at the dis- 
posal of the farmers residing in dis- 
tricts north of, and those served by the 
c. P. ‘R. line running east from We- 
taskiwin. 
serve their alloted districts of the pro- 
vince, 


In times like these when things are; The school has an exnelle nt equipment !ta. 


running at high pressure the value to 
be derived from taking a course in an 
agricultural school iis exceptionally 
great. In the courses offered practice 
and theory are united to a degree that 
makes for efficiency in farming or 
housekeeping, - Every. progyssive far- 
mer or housekeeper is anxious to ac- 
quire or have their children acquire 
knowledge which will result in in- 
creased returns on a given amount of 
money or energy spent. The record of 
attendance at the Vermilion school of 
Agriculture since it started would in- 
dicate that people are alive 'to the ad- 
vantages of the courses offered and 
that they are attending each year in 
greater numbers. In the first and sec- 
‘ond years of the school's operation the 
total enrolment in each case was fif- 
ty-five. During the third year’s opera- 
tion it was fifty-eight; in the fourth 
year it was seventy-two and the past 
year it was seventy-five. 

A, mumber *of applications for the 
1918-19 terms have already come into 
the school office. . There is sti ac- 
commodation available and the school 
would very qouch appreciate fearing 
from any one who is interested in the 
course or the work the school is doing. 

Courses Offered 

There are two course’ offered in the 
Vermilion school of agriculture. The 
courses both cover five months each 
year for two years. | One course is iin 
agriculture for-the farmer’s sons and 
the other in domestic science for the 
farmer's daughters. (The course opens 
on the 29th of October and continues 
for the five winter (months. There 
are no tuition fees, the only expenses 
fin connection with the course would be 
those -incurred for board and room 
($8.00 per week) and probably $10.00 
tor books. «Hach student on enter- 
ing the school is’ required to deposit 
five. dollars! as eautlon money to cover 


Each of the other. svhools |- 


cost of anything they may break dur- 
ing the term. On leaving the school 
in the spring this money is returned 
minus deductions, if any.

In the agricultural course practical 
subjects are taken up, subjects such 
as judging, feeding and caring for live 
stock; handling of soils end = crops; 
courses in carpentry, blacksmithing, 
weed seed identification and eradica- 
tion, and elementary courses in Eng- 
lish ,mathematics, book-keeping, chem- 
istry and physics constitute the major 
vart of the curriculum.

upon pest cultivation of land in each of 
three years. 

In certain districts a homesteader may 
secure an ad og: quae tee: -section as 
pre-emption. ice $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
Sry | six months in each of three 
years after earning homestead patent and 
cultivate 50 acres extra. May obtain pre- 
emption patent as soon as homestead 
patent on certain conditions. 

A settler after obtaining homestead 
patent, if he cannot secure a pre-emption, 
may take a purchased homestead in cer- 
tain districts. Price $3.00 per acre. Must 
reside six months in each of three years, 
cultivate 50 acres and erect a house 
worth $300.00. 

Holders of entries may count time of 
employment as farm labourers in Canada 
during 1917, as residence duties under 
certain conditions. 

When Dominion Lands are udvertised 
or posted for entry, returned soldiers who 
have served overseas and have been hon- 
ourably discharged, receive one day prior- 
ity in applying for entry at local Agent's 
Office (but not Sub-Agency). Discharge 
papers must be presented to Agent.

t-dm writing this letter to offer you 
my sincere sympathy in ‘your loss and 
‘also to tell you something of “his life 
»and death. out there. 

4 Your sbu,; I believe, had a record as 
a sniper that was unbeaten in the Can- 
adian corps and possibly in the British 
‘army, ond at the-time of his death had 
a record of having shot one hundred 
and fifty Germans. 

Personally I think he got more than 
that but he would never claim to have 
hit a, German unless some.one lee had 
seen it. too, 

(He seemed always quite fearless and 
would go anywhere if he thought he 
Cewld inflict casualties on the-enemy. 

He won the Military Medal and a bar 
to it for ‘exceptional gallantry. 

During the recent fighting he was 
always well forward picking off the 
enemy. The way he met his death was 
like this. There was a small wood near 
four line that was held by the enemy 
and from which they were worrying 
us by sniping. 

‘Norwest went ‘out to try and stop 
them. Going down atrench teading® in 
that direction ‘he saw some Germans in 
a-housd.a little way off. He was just 
trying to get a shot at these when a 
German sniper in the wood shot him, 
killing him instantaneously. 

He suffered no pains We managed 
to get his body out and he was buried 
in one of the military cemeteries. Any 
effects he had will be sent to you in 
“due course front the record office, alse 
his medal: 

I-¢an assure you his death is a 
heavy loss to us and I think every one 
in the battalion feels it. 

I only hope that his fine recérd and 
the value of his services to his coun+ 
try may in some degree help you to 
bear your loss.

AUTUMN CULTIVATION FOR 
CONTROL -OF WEEDS 


Experimental Farm Notes 


The ploughing of the land in the fall 
is‘ desirable as a- part of ‘the regular 
work of the farm since it enables the 
ground to be got into proper condition 
for sowing the seed in spring consid- 
erably earlier than would otherwise be 
the case But it is perhaps of. even 
greater importance as a means of 
keeping weeds in check In the case 
of perennial weeds the mere turning up 
and exposing of the rootstocks to. the 


laction of the frost will serve as a con- 


siderable check to the weeds in cases 
where they are not killed - dutright. 
Where it is desirable to coHect and 
burn creeping rogtstocks this cgn be 
more readily accomplished where the 
ground has been pulverized by the 
frost and snow cof winter. : 

In the case of annual weeds these 
are of two classes from the point of 
view of their life history. One group 
requires a-resting period before the 
seeds will germinate and this holds 
good even if the conditions with regard 
to moisture and temperature are suit- 
able, These normally germinate in 
the spring of the following year after 
they are shed, but in many species the 
germination can be delayed for sev- 
eral years if the seeds are burried to 
a considerable depth in the soil. . This 
is tiue of such species as* Wild Oats, 
and Wild Mustard Each 
surface of the ground is disturbed 
some of these buried seeds will ger- 
minate, and if no other seeds are al- 
lowed to fabl into the soil in the mean- 
time, the ground will eventually be- 
come clear of them.

@j scattered and pass the winter in the 
form of a small seedling plant which 
survives the under the snow and re- 
sumes growth in the following spring.

If any sre 
in such a position that they find they 
cannot finish it themselves, they 
should do their best to place ft im the 
hands of those who can. The situa- 
t'on in Eastern Canada is unquestion- 
ably good so far as roughage is rt rh 
cerned, and wé-are iust finishing bar- 
vesting one of the best crops of: grain 
that we have ever taken off, and, while 
Western Canada has suffered ‘some- 
what from drought and frost, condi- 
tions have improved immensely since- 
July ‘last. I feel justified, thérefore. 
in asking the farmers throughout this 
country to make special effort to mar- 
ket only fimished stock within the 
weights indicated. 

Production js exceedingly fmportant 
but quality, condition and finish are 
even more essential if we are, to en- 
sure our products reaching the markets 
of Great Britain and our Allies, as is 
evidenced by. the statement in the first 
naragraph. There is, however, an- 
other reason, and to our farmers-and 
in fact to all Canadians—an almost 
equally important reason why we 
should do our utmost to put only meats 
of the best quality and finish on the 
export market at the present time and 
in the inimediate future. Practically 
all our bacon surplus; and a very lange 
portion of our surplus of beef, must 
find its outlet in Great Britain. Tf, 
therefore. we retain our place on the 

Nritish market both now and in the fu-
